WATER-GAS PROVED A COMMGR- 


DICATE (Limited). 
WATER-GAS. 
The following Extract from the “ Times” of 
Januar 2od, 1889, relative to the menu- 
facture and application of Water-gas, is 
reprinted for general information. 
WATER-GAS. 
“ For many years past attempts have been 
made at intervals to produce what 1s 
as water-gas—that is, gas resulting from the 
decomposition of water. Experimentally 
there have been several successes, but prac- 
tically and commercially up to the present 
time, as far as we are awaro. these have been 
only faidures. These failures have maioly 
arisen from the difficulty experienced in 
separatiog the water-gas from the other pro- 
ducts, This difficulty has now been over- 
come, not by one invention, but by the com- 
bination of the best features of reveral 
inventions having for their object the 
manufacture of water-gas. What is more, the 
atented inventions which have been com- 
bined in the new process are not those of cne 
inventor or of one country, but represent 
several inventors and several nationalities— 
namely, England, Germany, America, and 
Sweden. The amalgamation of these various 
patents and the beneficial results which have 
accrued therefrom came about by reason of 
the exigencies of manufacture of corrugated 
boiler fines and press-flanged steel frame 
lates for railway rolling stock at the Leeds 
Forge Company's Works, Leeds, The metal- 
lurgical operations carried out there de- 
manded fuel of a higher calorific intensity 
than could be obtained from either the 
generator gas of the Siemens producer, or 
ordinary coal gas. Mr. Sameon Fox, the 
managing director, therefore turned his 
attention to water-gas, and, having carefally 
considered the whole question, decided upon 
yutting down a water-gas plant at the Leeds 
Berne. The works were begun on September 
29, 1887, and on March 29, 1888, plant 
capable of producing 40,000 cubic feet of 
water-gas per hour was started, and has since 
been in constant operation with rfect 
success, and without interruption. The gas 
roduced gives every satisfaction, not only 
bor metallurgical, but also for lightning 
purposes, the whole of the works being 
supplied with it. 
“ Water-gas is the result of a chemical 
reaction which takes place in passing steam 
through incandescent carbonaceous matter, 
and may be considered as the practical result 
on # wholesale seale of the ordinary labora- 
tory experiment of decomposing water by 
pateing steam through a highly heated iron 
tabe, Inthe water-gas apparatus the fuel, 
which at Leeds Forge is ooke, is raised to a 
bigh temperature in a generator by the aid 
ot an air-blast. The blowing is continued 
for about ten minutes, by which time the 
fuel has reached a dull red heat. During 
this period what is known as producer-gas 
is given off, and this is led away to a range 
of Lancashire boilers, where it is utilised 
in Taising steam for the engines in the 
works. At the end of ten minutes the valves 
are reversed, the air-blast being stopped 
and the further exit of producer-gas to the 
boilers prevented. Steam is then admitted 
at the top of the generator for four minutes, 
and, passing down through the incandescent 
fuel, becomes decomposed. and a fixed gas 
results, This gas as formed passes away to 
ascrubber, where it is treatea much in the 
same way as ordinary coal-gas, From the 
scrabber it passes to the gas-holder, where it 
is stored for use fur metallurgical purposes 
in the works, such as heating and welding. 
For indoor illuminating purposes a por:ion of 
the gas is conducted from the gas-holder to 
the purifiers, where its purification is effected 
by means of oxide of iron. It will thus be seen 
that the procers consists of alternately blowing 
the generator hot and making gas, aod that 
run of gas is made every 15 minutes, duriag 
which time the yield from each generator is 
wbout 17,500 cubic feet of producer-gas and 
5,000 cubic feet of pare water gas for heatin 
and lighting purposes. The gas is also ~o 
most successfully for driving gas engines.

Can the enmity of Mr. Montagu Williams to the Jews be to any extentace. untal 
for by the following fact— for which we can vouch ? Some yeare ago there er 
isted in London a certain Jewish solicitor, who was notorious for not paying 
fees. Court fees and counsel fees were among those owing by this statutny 
gentleman, who more than once took the benefit of the Acts for the relief uf 
debtors. Mr. Williams, who was then at the bar, told our informant thi i 
solicitor referred to had once employed him (Mr. Wiiliams) and had given bin 
in payment a cheque oa a bank ion which the solicitor had noassets. Mr. Wiliams 
spoke with very proper and nataral horror of such a trick. Now the solicitor 
who played it bad a surname and other names each of which was Jewisb, and be 
was obviously aJew. In fact we think he held office ia one of the Synagogu 
—t» our shame be it said—but there the worst of his practices were doubtless 
unknown. One such man generates a large amount of Rishus, and bis anforis 
nate co-religionists in the East Ead may even now be suffering from the pre jadice 
which might rankle in the unconscious minds of his victims.

-adzing of the whole by the least worthy sainpies. It is clear, then, how 
ereatly the ‘aterests of English Jews gengally are bound up in tbe religious 
a moral life of some tiny eclony of Jewish tailors or glaziers that has settled 
‘ country town. If only for the most selfish reasons, then, it behoves 
jews of the metropolis to get into closertoach with their provincial brethren, 
with the object of bringing to bear upon them the best possible inflaences that 
the most respected of the commoanal thinkers and workers can command. It may 
be said that the task of eradicating provincial defects belongs to the local winister. 
But the local minister is not always a prophet in his own country, and it is obv‘ous 
that his efforts will be greatly benefited if they are supplemented by influences 
which, apart from other considerations, are endowed with force from the very fact 
of their being external. With Mr, Green's suggestion as to the holding of 
peticdical conferences between representatives from London and the metropolis 
‘tieneedless to cay we heartily agree. We have proposed such conferences 
wore than once.

Some three-years back Mr. Joseph Jacobs read a paper on “ Totem-Clans in 
the Old Testament,” before the Society of Biblical Archeology, Ttis important 
contribution to the stady of survivals now appeara in an enlarged form in the 
pages of the May number of the Archeological Review, and Biblical etudents 
will be glad to have the essay ia so accessible.a periodical. Totemism has 
recently given rise to a remarkable discussion in the Standard, which illustrates 
tho dificalty of obtaining trustworthy evidence on obscare customs. Eye- 
witnesses of a ceremony alleged to have survived in England till within the last 
4) years have during the past few days been contradictiog one another with re- 
wirkable cordiality. It is not extraordinary, therefore, that doctors should 
disagree as regards the validity of evidence thousands of years old. Mr. Joseph 
Jwsobe, however, while differing from the results of Professor Robértson 
Saith, extends his. method. and adds much fresh material. He ig 
cmetructive besides being destractive. Anthropology indeed maintains 
that totems were a regalar stage in a nation’s development, and Mr. 
Jasoba showa that indications of euch a stage occur in the Edommite clan 
mines, The Israciite clang may also have possessed at a remote period a similar 
totem organization. But, and here it is that Mr. Jacobs chiefly differs from 
Prof. Smith, “there ero not any signs of the actual existence of totemism in 
uistoric times among tae Hebrawa.”’ These conclusions, the result of a clever 
wudoriginal examination of a wide field of subjects, commend themselves as 

deserving of the deepest attention alike of the student and the general reader. 


When Count Demetri Tolstoi, the Russian Minister of the Laterior, who died 
this week, succeeded Count Ignatieff in that capacity, there were good grounds 
for hoping that a brighter era had dawned for the Jews in Russia. These hopes, 
however, have not been realived. It is true that owing to the firmness displayed 
by Count Tolstoi, an end was put to the excesses which had ‘disgraced General 
Ignatieff’s tenure of office - and for this at least he earned the gratitude of the 
Jews, jut no amelioration has been brought about in their civil and political 
position ; in fact many of the vexations restrictions that havein recent years been

LONDON JEWS AND PROVINCIAL CONGREG ATIONS., 


The pulpit of the St. John’s Wood Synazogue was occupied on Sabbath last | 
the Rev. A. A. Green, of Sunderland, who devoted his address to the consideration o1 
the relations between the metropolis and Provincial congregations, After referring 
to the fact that the term “ Provincial Congregation” had come to be associated 
except in afew instances, with something more or less primitive, Mr. Green re- 
marked that Jews in the Metropolis could vot afford to be indifferent to what was 
happening or was likely t> happen in the remotest and smallest count ry congreza- 
tions. The outside public do not discriminate as eX actly as we do ourselves between 
sections of the community. Prejudices die hard, and when driven away by the 
uncongenially liberal atmosphere of large towna, are apt to find odd coruers in the 
conatry, where they fight desporately for their vitality. That being the case he 
had no hesitation in saying tha: if Loadon Jews hal litie to gain from their pro- 
vincial brethren there is much that they can love through them. Metrop litan 
Jews deceived themselves when they hea ieved that public opinion in Raviand ia 
fotmed from what transpires in Londoa alone, It is imposible to remove the 
local effect of the mismanagement of country congregations by the mere existence 
of highly elaborated communal institutions some hundreds of miles away. Of even 
moré serious consideration to us than this is the impression formed hy the 


younger members of our communty. Their broadening education and 
widening asssociations accentuate to them the weakness of their owa 
communal system. What was good their 


enough for fathers and not 
quite good enough for their elder brothers and sisters, becomes to them something 


either to blush for or to scoff at. Mr. Green did not think it necessary to particu. 
larise in that place the especial and individual needs of the provinces, but he urged 
the establishment of some institution where they could bo deliberately, systemati- 
cally and periodically dealt with. He strongly urge the necoesity for the forma- 
tion of a Jewish Conference. This would bring the Jews of England into touch 
with each other. It would help, moreover, to remove by discussion much existing 
uvsettlemect concerning mauy vital questions upon which there was difference of 
opinion arising not from disturbance of Judaism, bat from the fact that while the 
world had progressed in thought, Jews bad progressed also. Settlement of euch 
questions could be hoped for through free ventilation alone, not by suppression. A 
communal fixture of the character of a conference would afford p>riodically the 
best means of estimating in all respects and for all purposes our strength and our 
weakness. Ove of its most beneficial influences oa the Provinces would be it: eatab- 
lishment of a sense of responsibility to the whole Jewish body in places where i's 
absence now is d sastrous to Jewish interests interand extra communal. [t is required 
in the interests of the Provinces which have not metropolitan advantages and in the 
interests of the London community who do s0 much good that they deserve provincial 
emulation and assistance. It would, moreover, ba for our children’s children, a 
provision which would bind them to God and to each other, and which would make 
both Jewa and Judaism better understood by the thinking world to influence, 
which is our great and sacred mission.

THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 


Mr, Julius Pinto, retail tailor at Gla:gow, gave.evidence yesterday week before 
the House of Lords Committee on the Sweating System. In the course of his exami- 
nation Mr, Pioto said that ho employe! two Jewish master tailors to make his 
coats, and other master tailors to make the trousers and vests, He paid the master 
tailors according to the quality of the material anl the class of the garments. 
Those whom he employed dil not let outany of the work to others, : 
permit them todo so, All the work was done on the premises of the master tailors. 
He gave figures of wazes puid to Jewish contractors. There was no Jewish trousers- 
maker in Glasgow, anionly one Jewish vest maker. Sub-contracting among Jewish 
master tailors did not exist. The general Jewish population in Glasgow had 
increased during the last decade, but the number of Jews employed in the tailoring 
trade had decreased, because a number of larger firms had transferred their facto- 
ries to Leeda. Very few “ greeners " came to Glasgow. They were not encouraged 
by the Jewish Philanthropic Society, which concerned itaelf chietly with the local 
poor. Jews and Coristians worked together under Jewish master tailors, and were 
on the most amicable terms. The master tailors to whom h» gava out 
his trousera and vests had all the work done on their own premises. 
None of them allowed their tailora to take work home. As a genoral 
rule the men were paid by. time, Py frequent*' surprise” visita he ascer- 
tained the sanitary conditions existing in the shops of Jewish tailors in 
Glasgow, and with one exception he had found them most wholesome, in 
the exceptional case the occupier had removed to larger and better premi- 
ees. He mentioned a Christian firm who so much reduced the prices to the 
Jewish tailors and who were the real sweaters, The agitation which had been got 
up against the Jewish tailors in Glasgow was, in his opinion, nothing more or leas 
than an outcry for protection in favour of the native tailors. He would recommend 
to the native tailors, Scotch and English, that if they would disuontinue their wor- 
ship of Bacchus, become more reliable and steady workers, and pay attention as 
the ignorant but industrious Jewish tiilors had done, to the requirements of the 
trade, they would in a short time be able to compete very favourably with foreign 
labour.

approved by the respective parent Boards, the two charities may be united.” 

Mr. Stuart M. Samuel : “ That with a view of obtaining more accurate infor- 
mation concerning the housing of the Jewish poor, it is desirable that data be 
recorded respecting the amount of reat paid, proportion of rent to earnings, number 
of rooms cccupied by each family, number of persons sleeping in one room, condi- 
tion of sanitary appliances, &c., and that the sime be tabulate! in the Anuoual 
Report.”

Sitr,—I trust you will allow me, through the medium of your columns, 
to those of your readers who may be in a position to assist me, on behalf of ala « 
present in the Netherton Reformatory, but whose period of detention in that insi- 
tution expires this week. 

Under ordinary circumstances the lad—whose name is Franks—would be sent 
home at the expiration of his term to his parents, unless the latter desired a situatia 
to be found for him in the neighbourhood ; but Franks has no home, his father wa 
accidentally killed two years ago, while his mother’s whereabouts are unknown, the 
latest rumour of her being that she was an inmate of. a workhouse in or near Hall 
In cases of this kind it is customary for the lad to be placed in the best situatia 
available at the time, which is frequently as a labourer on a neighbouring farm, and 
as a matter of fact the Superintendent has been in communication during the pas 
week 6r two with some Northern farmers in reference to Franks. This, to say the 
least, is very undesirable, as in‘addition to the boy not getting what I would calla 
altogether fair start, he would hopelessly drift away from us, and snap every remas- 
ing connecting link that yet binds him to his religion. It has seemed to me that der 
might be among your readers some one who would be both willing and able # aie 
the lad in his employ in any capacity as porter, packer, carman, Xc., in warehouse 0 
manufactory—the lad would be satisfied so long as he had sufficient to keep bay and 
soul together ; and the Superintendent, with his usual courtesy and the ready Wi» 
lingness which he invariably evinces to fall in with our suggestions and requiremens, 
has consented to postpone any further action in the matter until we know the reait 
of this letter. All that Franks wants isa fair start ; he is about 15 yeors old, me 
ligent, active and willing, has passed the 6th Standard, and I am perfectly convinoed 
—or I am more mistaken than I ever have been—that he earnestly means & f° 
straight and do well in the future; but to my mind it makes all the difference 
whether he has that start among his own people or strangers. In the former ca 
there will be a distinct chance before him of rising, in the latter his life wil & 
monotonous and dull, I fear without prospect, anda tendency rather to sink and pet: 
haps fall lower than he has done. 

If anyone is willing to give him the chance, at this most critical period, of living 
the life of an honest man and thus redeeming his past, I shall feel obliged if he will 
kindly communicate with ;

Tapestries, cabinets and marbles 
of great beauty are to be found in the saloons which also contain a fine collection 
of Limoges enamels, The late Baroness Mayer took a deep interest in the local 
sTairs of the village of Mentmore. To the Church of St. Mary she presented a fine 
organ. | 

Attracted by the proximity of Baron Mayer's beautiful country seat, his brother. 
Sir Anthony, bought an estate at Aston Clinton, the former seat of the Lakes: of 
Delhi, The old mansion he restored on an enlarged scale, and here in 1873 he 
received the Prince of Wales as a guest. It was during this visit that, on returning 
one afternoon from a run with Sir Anthony's hounds, his Royal Highness received 
enews by telegraph of the death.of the Emperor Napoleon III. at Chislehurst.

The Fifth Gallery contains one of Mr. Joseph Mordecai's two contributiona, that 
entitled “ The Captive.” It is a portrait, apparently unfinished, of a fair-haired 
child in a robe of gold and blue brocade, who holds a dove clasped to her breast. 
Whilst not attempting any very great elaboration the composition is not without 
eome charm. In the next room hangs a capital piece of French rustic scenery by Mr. 
\ifred Elias, “ Summer afternoon : mare and foal”. It depicts a mare and her foal 
plashing in acool stream on a sultry day, whilst the green meadows they have quitted 
atretch far away behind them. In the middle distance more horses stand in the 
river. The breeze blows in this picture with gentle freshness, the broad effect of 
the open air being aptly conveyed with no appearance of effort. It well earns, by its 
truthfulness to nature, the prominent position on the line accorded to it. Mr. Henry 
Zimmerman.is represented by “A Surrey. Lane,” hanging inGallery VIL. It is 
noticeable for the skill by which the eye is carried up a long stretch of lane by the 
simple aid of a flock of geese and a wayfarer resting hy the road-side. Mr. Solomon 
J. Solomon practically monopolies attention in the Eighth Gallery by his immense 
canvas. representing the allegory “Sacred and Profane Love.” Mr. Solomon goes 
farther than Titian does in his celebrated rendering of the same subject by 
endeavouring to point a moral. We cannot but think that this is a lecitimate 
and. praiseworthy aim By depicting, however, the headlong fall of the guilty lovers, 
Vr. Solomon has introduced into his com position an unrestful element entirely 
opposed to the general feeling of the picture which is essentially one of repose. A 
protecting angel stands on a rocky pinnacle amongst the « louds, enshroudine under 
the «hadlow of his wings the husband and wife, allegorical of sacred love. — Lilies, 
emblems of purity, and roses lie strewn at their feet. Near by slambers embosomed 
in roses. the offepring of their love; all these are typical of repose... Below, on a 
yreen sward strewn with flowers, on the brink of a declivity, are the pair of sinner, 
who vainly endeavour to sustain themsclves. Beneath them wheels a bat. All the 
accessories evince the deep thought with which the subject is treated, and although 
we join Issue W ith the painter as to the appropriateness of the arrested movement of the 
lower group, we cannot but recognise the skill with which the impression of falling 
is conveyed. Itis upon this portion of the picture that Mr. Solomon has lavished 
all the resourees his art placesat hiscommand. The voluptaous form of the woman 
is probably one of the best Mr. Solomon has ever painted her red hair harmonising 
with the adjacent drap: ries with wonderful effect, whilst the man exhibits a power 
of grappling with difficulties of drawing which but few of the pictures in the Exhi- 
bition CAN rival. Great care is also apparent in the treatment of the draperies. 
lt is. however, in the main elements of the design, in the harmonious.

KOSHER MEAT AND 
Dr. C. R. Drysdale writes to the British Me lival Journal (May 4): A shortnote 
of mine on the above-mentioned question,andwh'ch you were gooi enough toinsert 
in the Journal of Ap il 6th, has brought me a pamphlet writer by Dr. Heary 
Behrend, and first contained in the pages of the Jewish Chronicle, 1889, waioh con. 
firms what has been my own experience at te Metropolitan l'ree HH Spita!, namely, 
that it is very rare indeed, even in the poor Jewish qaarter of Houndstiteh 5 meet 
with Jews affected with phthisis, a disease which is so prevalent amoog the ordinary 
population of that district. Dr. Behrend, in page 5 of his pamphlet, sara that this 
terrible malady can be produced by feeding animals with the flesh or milk of dis aseod 
cattle. He adds, what we all know, that thousands of tabercaular animals are 
slaughtered and exposed for food in our markets ; and strongly recommends the plan 
brought forward by Mr. Fleming, of having all carcases of cattle Offered as food 
inspected in public abattoirs, which should aluna be allo Vol to be used as slaughter. 
houses. Dr. Behrend adds that it is highly probable that much of the infantile 
scrofula and tubercle so prevalent among all classes, and especially the poor, is 
attributable to the consumption of the flesh and milk of tuerculons cattle, Of late, 
the prevalence of tuberculosis in the cattle which supply food to Paris, London. and 
Glasgow, has been adverted to by numerous and accurate observers. Der, Bohroad 
adds that he is of opinion that the care taken by the Jewish c ymmunity ia the 
examination of meat is an important factor ia cau-ing the comp trative immunity 
of Jews from scrofula and tubvercle, This subject is, in my opinion, of the very 
highest importance, since tuberculosis, inclu ling phthisia, is the cause of consider. 
ably more than one-fifth of all deaths ia Paris at present, and of a»out one-sixth of 
all the deaths in London. Surely this isa subject a thousand timos more worthy the 
attention of a Royal Commission than the vaccination question, which has been 
decided sincs 1874 by the stamping out of all swall-pox ia Germany by means of 
revaccination. 
In aletterin the Morning Post from “ A Retired Paysiviar” oa the subject of 
Frozen Meat, t.e w.itee says: The great ranisaciaa aad nvturalist, t divine 
Moses, was accurately right in recommendiog all aiimals to be so slaughtered for 
food that their carcases should c ntain no blood, which always patrifies before its 
muscle or flesh, Modern investigations thas blood atsoths the univeisaily

edly ‘centralising system would sound the death-knell of local en- 
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thusiasm. That the prophecy should have been so signally falsified by events is 
an eloquent testimony to the strength of the religious feeling of the London 
Jews and to the insight of those wise-hearted men who founded the United 
Synagogue. That “ Shoolism,” far from being defanct, is as vigorous as 
ever, is proved at almost every meeting of the Council, when the complexion 
of the debates shows as decided traces of ‘local colour” as of devotion to 
the interests of the central institution. It wou'd be a matter for unfeigned 

regret were the contrary the case. Ii the vitality of Judaism largely 

depends upon the Synagogue, the health of the Synagogue depends upon 
the strength of the ties which bind the congregant to his particular place of 

worship. A serious decline of the interest taken in local Synagogue admin- 
istration wou'd be but the prelude to a cessation of all interest in Ja laism 
itself. The election of a Parnass or a Financial Represen‘ative may seem 
to superior persons a trivial matter, whichis not wortha tithe of the fuss 
made about it. But in realityit is a symbol of healthy religious feeling, 
which, like all manifestations of impalpable conditions, is of the utmost 
value. Not to care who directs Synag>gae-policy, or what that policy is 
to be, is a symptom of an indifference to the character of public worship, to 
the impressireness of the Service, to the effect wrought by the Pulpit, which 
it is impossible to distinguish from an indifference to religion. 


It cannot, however, be denied that local synagogue elections owe geome 
of the contempt which is heaped upon them by superfine minds to the narrow- 
ness which occasionally marks the views of the professional synagogue-admi- 
nistrator. Such narrowness, it mus’ b2 further confessed, is not altogether 
absent from the ideas sometimes propounded at meetings of the central 
Council itself. The administrators of an institution which was founded and 
e»nducted on the broadest principles by men like the late Lionet Cones and 
Asuer Asner—men whose places will only too long remain empty for lack 
of capable workers to fill them—zannot always divest themselves of the prim- 
itive notions of synagogue management which prevailed in the days anterior 
to the United Synagogue, The old Adam will assert itself at times even in 
Charlotte Street, Theancient idea, according to which a synagogue was 
merely a financial machine to be run on exclusively financial principles, has not 
yet entirely faded out of the minds of certain members of the Council, For 
such persons the only touchstone for proving the wisdom of a given 


course of action is pecuniary benefit. fa suggested procedure is likely to: 


pay, it is ipso facto justifiable ; in the contrary case nothing coull be more 
improper. The Synagogue—it matters not whether it be represented by the 
United Synagogue or by a local. place of worship—is chiefly ani essentially 
a religious, and nota financial, institution. Its ultimate, and therefore its 


real purpose is to deepen and strengthen the religious life in Israel, and | 


those who are charged with its government are bound to shape their legisla- 
tion with constant reference to that purpose. In saying this we do not imply 
that finance is to be utterly despised and rejected in synagogue adminis - 
tration. Even a synagogue cannot be successfully managed without due 
homage being paid to the principles of sound finance. What we would point 
out is that, while regard must necessarily be had to those principles, they 
must not be the only considerations which actuate synagogue managers. 
It must be recognised that there are times when, if due heed is 
to be paid to the welfare of the Synagogue and of Judaism, finance must be 
thrust out of sight altogether, and the thoughts fixed upon religion alone. 
Then the point to be discussed is, not what will this innovation cost ? or what 
will it yield in hard cash? but what effect will it exercise uponthe religions 
life of the community ? How much stronger will Judaism be for it? What 
gain is likely to accrue from it for the personal religious life ? 


Happily, although the lower policy is occasionally illustrated at the meet- 
ings of the Council and of local Boards of Management, the loftier and 
broader spirit is also discernible. The fashion, that has just began to grow 
up, of issuing an annual report, detailing the progress of individual syna- 
gogues and partaking of a far ampler character than the mere balance-sheet 
of former days, may not be a very great thing in itself ; but it may be regarded 
as betokening a wider view of the chief function of the synagogue, and as 
evidencing the dawn of a desire to learn how far a particular place of worship 
is performing thatfunction. Of the same character, though more imposing 
in its actual dimensions, is the movement, initiated by Lord Roruscuitp 
and fostered by the Council of the United Synagogue, for making better 
provision for the requirements, in the matter of public worship, of the East 
End Jews. In identifying itself with a movement of this kind, the success 
of which will of necessity produce religious benefits only, the Council of the 
United Synagogue has risen to an adequate conception of its aims and 
responsibilities. It needs only that its entire policy should be framed in a 
like broad and lofty spirit in order to justify more fully than ever those 


‘ departed communal leaders who created the United Synagogue at the eost of 


infinite toil and self-denial. 

There are still many improvements in synagogue administration to be 
effected before this ideal can be realised. If the Synagogue is to accomplish 
its great mission and become the rallying point of religious feeling, 


if it is to be a faithful represeatative of the religious life of English Jewa, its 
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houndaries must, in a double sense, be enlarged. On the one hand, there is 
ample scope for increasing the number of its effective adherents ; on the 
other hand, there is need for sach a liberal policy in regard to the Service as 
shal! prevent existing adherents from drifting away. The fact that the 
United Synagogue has failed hitherto to attract within its confines any appre- 
ciable proportion of the “ unattached” Jews of London is one that ought to 
receive immediate and practical attention. The Synagogue does not fulfil 
its purpose by simply existing, and passively inviting these well-nigh lost 
sheep to come within the fold, It neglects its duty as long as it does not 
seek them out and attempt to being them ia, The apathy, the irreligion 
of so large a number of Jews living at its very doors, ought not to be a 
miatter of indifference to it, but a subject of the most profound concern, No 
less earnest should be the attention paid to the question of the Service. And 
in dealing with it the great trath ought to bo steadily borne in mind that, 
since each congregation differs from the other in its religious wants, no two 
Services can properly be cast in exactly the same mould, Public worship, it 
is trae, can never precisely correspond with the emotions and the spiritual 
needs of each individual worshipper, which necessarily no‘ oul y vary with the 
worshipper, bat differ in the same individual from day to day, from hour to 
hour. But between the Service at a given synagogue andthe ideas and 
feelings of the majority of the regular congregants there ought, at least, to 
be no glaring, no constant discrepancy. And yet this discrepancy is 
allowed to exist. Complaints of the “ unsatisfying” nature of the Service as 
conducted at some synagogues are rife ; if they are not loud, they are not on 
that account less deep. 
An effort ought to be made within safe. limits, to remedy a 
state of things which, maintained in the interests of — religion, really 
takes for irreligion, The connecting links between synagogue and syna- 
gogue must be songht for, not in a cast-iron uniformity, which, as the whole 
history of Judaism proves, has never existed am ong us, but ina union which 
is strengthened and perfected by the very liberty on which it is based,. The 
policy is obviously one that favours ¢ nservatism as much as liberalism, It 
the desire of the West End for such modifications of the Service as will bring 
it into closer harmony with nineteenth-century notions ought to be satisfied, 
the objection of the Kast Ead to have undesired changes forced upon it should 
equally be respecte 1. The ideal liberty is that which would rescue one con- 
gregation not more completely from the tyranny of obsol ete practices than it 
would save another from the despot'sm of indiserim inate and universal 
reform, “Nor, happily, is the road to a better stato of things paved with 
radical changes. What the discontented worshipper wants can be given him 
at the cost of mucly less than a religious revolation. The Service can be 
improved without altering itout of knowledge, Asa first step, an expedient 
like that employed at St. Jolin’s Wood—that of abolishing the unnatural 
division of the Sabbath Morning Service, and commencing pws at ten o'clock 
—tight he ad ypted., by Which the mere ution =would hear once more the 
noblest passages in the Sabbath liturgy. Then, greater vitality ought to 
be infused into the pulpit by a systematic interchange of preachers—a process 
which would afford weleome refreshment to both minister and congregation: 
The very improvement of the Service tobe effected by such innocent means 
would in itself serve to attract to the Synagogue many who now hold aloof. 
buat for any decided accession to the rank and file of its adherents we must 
trust to more active efforts, This is aquestion which deserves the most atten. 
tive consideration of the Council of the United Synagogue. At the present 
moment it has at Hampstead and Hammersmith opportunities for extending

FROM OUR CORESPONDENT. | 


BUCHAREST, ApaiL, 1889. 

You are no doubt aware that we had a change of Ministry at the beginning of 
the present month, resulting in the advent to power of M. Lascar Catargi, 'eader of 
the Conservative party, A deputation of Jews very properly went to congratulate 
the new Premier. The roception they met with was very courteous : but to their 
prayer for an amelioration in the condition of our coreligionists the Minister 
politely replied that the internal and external horizon was sombre, and that he 
counted.on the patriotism of the Jews who should sacrifice their moral and material 
interests on the altar of the Noumanian fatherland until better days returned. 

We must therefore have patience, Tlow in uy years longer? God aloue knows. For 
the moment things are quiet, and as we read of what has taken place in the capital 
of the civilised Empire of Austria-Hungary, we cannot but thank providenca that 
here, at least, our houses and shops are not being deva stated, and we ourselves 
threatened with death by dynam te,as in Vienas. 

lt is true that an attempt was made toincite the uncultured masses against us 
on the occasion of the Passover, but the vigilance of the authorities, and especially 
the instinct of tolerance and of iaditference in the Roumanian people, altovether 
upset the malignant plans of our implacable enemies, Ladeed. at the approach of 
the festival ao infamous propaganda against the Jews was set on foot ia the 
remoter suburbs of the city: aud in orler perhaps to feed it, M. Buty- 
lesou again brought outihe aud Polichriades the Lesteyiarca, two vile 
anti-Jewish newspapers.

If we had here a well written journal in Roumaniay, ¢lited by a person who haj 
at heart the honour of the Roum.anian Jews, the important subject on whieh I have 
just dwelt would have been advantageously discu:se/ in our favour, aud wonld bays 
demonstra’ei to our Christian fellow-countrymen that the Jewish law is mr! 
aud that its votariesare peacefal citizens of the states in which they live. 


The Sephardim Jewain the East have a traditional cust m of meeting tozether 
during the festivals of Tabernacles and Passover in order to confer on the interers 
of communities, and of educational and charitable institution’. This excellen 
custom is faithfully preserved by the Sephardim in Bucharest, and I am glad to ay 
that it is also beginning to be followed by the Ashkenyz'm. Thus, during (iy 
Hamocd a considerable number of public meetings were held here, both of congreg: 
tins and societies. The benevolent institatioas are well administered and ax 
making good progress morally; bat unfortanately they suffer in a pscuniary 
sense owing to the poverty of the great majority of our coreligionists.

Among the numerous ministerial orders which have just been published

Examples of synonymous names were given, such as Baalshama (Baal has heard), 
Hannibal (Favour me, O Baal), Mithradatis (Mithra hath given), Isidoris (A gift of 
isis). The Greeks had a similar system, in combining, just like Elnathan and 
‘mathan, Theodoros and Theodosius (God's gift) ; by reversing this combination 
hey produced Dorotheos and Dosotheos. From the latter the Jews of the Post-biblical 
age derived Dosetai. In Servian legends there was frequently mentioned 
me name Bogdan (God's gift), similar to the French Dieu Donné,.

The news 
rapidly spread, and caused the utmost excitement, A younger brother, however, 
set the matter at rest by informing the police that the lad had him-elf inflicted the 
wound in order to be revenged on his master, because he had refused him an advance 
in his earnings. 


MOROCCO. 

The Synagogue at Shawan, a place situated below Tetuan, has been invaded 
by some Riff Moore, and profaned, 

The Times of Morocco mentions that owing to the strict observance of Passover 
by the Jewish merchants at Mogador, a vessel which callei at that port for cargo 
had to leave with but little success ; and in contrasting the conduct of the Jews on 
Sabbaths with that of Christian merchants in general who desecrate the Sunday, 
our contemporary says of the latter: “ If they cannot consent.to lose the best part 
of two days, why should they no: keep the original Sabbath, as do the Jews to this 
day. It is a great pity that Christians should ever have altered the day which was 
merely an arbitrary and unwarrantable change after all.” 


PANAMA,

The Senate has informed the Mivister in 
reply that this may be done only by those Jews who have the right of residing in 
any part of the Empire, 

M. Pavilowski, Parisian Correspondent of the well-kaown anti-Jewish Russiin 
paper Novoje Vremja, has met with a carious adventure. He arrived in St. Pete s- 
birg on a visit, forgetting thatasa Jew he had no right t» stay in the capital. 
Soon aft:r his arrival he received orders to leave within twenty-four hours, The 
amusing part of the affair is that the Editor of the paper has frequently supported 
the interdict placed on the residence of Jews in St, Petersburg. 

The Jewish quarter at Sandomierz, in the Government of Radom, has been 
totally destroyed by fire. Thousands of Jews have been rendered homeless and

A little Jewish boy, seven yeare old, named Tobias Hipper, of New York, has 
died from the cruel treatment iaflicted on him by some Christian playmates living 
in the same tenement.

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THE JEWISH MARTYRS OF ENGLAND, 1189-90. 


BY JOSEPH JACOBS. 
A PAPER READ AT THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


WHAT WAS DONE AGAINST THE JEWS AT ATAMPORD. 
(William of Newberry, i. 310, ed. Howlett). 

After thie a new rising of the mob against the Jews took place at Stamford. 
When the asceustomed fair was being held there at (uadragesima [March 7} & num- 
ber of youths who had taken the Lord's sign to start for Jerusalem came together 
from different provinces, They were indignant that the enemies of the cross of 
Christ who dwelt there should possess so much when they had not enough for the 
expenses of so great a journey. They consi lered they ought to extort from them as 
unjust posxessions whatever they could apply to the necessary uses of the pilgrimage 
they had undertaken, Considering, therefore, that they could be doing honour to 
Christ if they attacked his enemies, whose goods they were longing for, they boldly 
rushed npon them, nobody either of the inhabitants of the place or of those who had 
come to the fair opposing such daring persons and some even helping them. Some 
of the Jews were slain, but the rest esca; ed with some difficulty by retreating to the 
Castle Their bou es were pillage danda great quantity of money captured oe 8 ¢ 
(ne of the plunderera, Johan by name, & most an lacious young man went off to 
Northampton, deposited a part of his money with someone by whom he was slain 
from desire of the said money [his body is said to perform miracles till Hugh, 
Bishop of Lin iin, put a stop to the reverence hail to the false martyr |. 

WHAT WAS DONE AGATNS? JEWS OF LINCOLN AND YORK, 
(William of Newbury, ed. Howlett i..512), 

The men of Lincoln hearing of what was being done to the Jews, seizing the 
opportunity andencourage! by these examples, thought that something should be 
attempted, and gathering in a mob broke out into a sudden rising against their 
Jowish fellow citizens. Butthey, rendercd more cautious by knowing the fate or 
the terror of their fellows in various places, had betaken themselves tetimes with 
their money tothe fortified part of the town. And so nothing much being done, 
thouvh much investigation was carr.ed on by the royal officials, that va'n rising 
qui kiy subside dl, 

But the men of York were restriined neither by fear of the hot-tempered King 
nor the vie ur of the lawa, nor by feelings of humanity, from satiating their fury 
with the tota! ruin of their perfiljions fellow-citizens and from rooting out the whole 
race intheir city; And a; this wads a very remarkah'’e ocearrence, it ought to be 
transmitted to posterity at greater length. Of the Jews of York, as we said, the 
foremoot were Benedict and Joce, men of great riches and great nsurers. Now they 
had built in the middle of the city at very great expease large houses, like royal 
palaces, and there they dwelt like two princes of their own people and tyrants of the 
Christians, behaviog with almost royal state and pomp and exercising harsh tyranny 
avainet thove whom they oppressed with their usuries. And when they were at 
London at the solemnity of the anointing of the King, Benelict, as we mntioned 
above, by the jodgyment-of Gol, met with a most wretched end and might be calle1 
Maledict, But Joce, escaping with difficul:y on that occasion, returned to York and 
as the hing after the Lovdon riot, issued a decres for the protection of the 
Jews, he, together with the rest of the Jews throughout England, continue! 
to act confidently according to their old ways. when the King hai 
established himeelf across the sea many of tie province of York plotted 
against the Jews, not being able to suffer the'r opulence when they themselves were 
in nied, and without any scruple of Christian conscience thirsting for the blood of 
infidels from greed for booty. The leaders of this daring plan were some of the 
nobles indebted to the impious usurers in large suas, some of whom having given 
uy) their estites to them for the mon 5 they had received, were now oppressed by 
great want, some bound by their own sureties were pressed by the exactions of the 
Treasury to satisfy the royal usurera; some, too, of those who had taken the cross 
and were on the point of starting for Jerusalem were more easily induced to defray 
the expena 8 of the pourney undertaken for the Lord's sake out of the booty taken 
from the Loid’s enemies, especially as they had little fear of being questioned for 
the deed when they had started on their journey. One stormy night no small part 
of the city became on fire cither by chance or, as is believed, by arson perpetrated by 
the conspirators, so that the citizens were occupied with their own houses in fear of 
the fire spreading. There was nothiog, therefore, in the way of the robbers and an 
armed band of the conspirators, with great violence and tools prepared for the pur- 
pore, burst into the house of the before-mentioned Benedict, who had miserably 


- died at London as was mentioned above. There his widow and children with many 


others dwelt ; all of these who were in it were slain and the roof puton fire, And. 
while the fire gloomily increased in strength, the robbers seized their booty and left 
the burning house, aud by help of the Garkness retired unobserved and heavy laden 
The Jews, and especially their leader Joce, in consternation at this misdeed having 
begged the assistance of the Warden of the royal castle, car, ied into it huge weights 
of their monies equal to royal treasures, and took more vigilant guard of the r.st at 
their houses. Bat after a few days these nocturnal thieves returned with greater con- 
fidence and boldoess and many joined them, they boldly besieged Joce's house which 
rivalled a noble citadel in the scale and stoutness of its construction. At length 
they captured and pillaged it and then set iton fire after having removed by sword 
or fire all those whom an unlacky chance had keptin it. For Joce a little before 
had wisely anticipated this mischance and had removed with his wife and children 
into the Castle, and the rest of the Jews did the same, only a few remaining out- 
side as victims, When the robbers had departed with so great a reward of their 
daring, a promiscuous mob rushed up at break of day and tora to pieces the furni- 
ture which remained from the spoilers and the fire, Then at length those who had 
personally held the Jews in hatred, no longer haviog any fear of publie rigour, 
began to rage against them openly and with abundant license. Nolonger content 
with their substance, they gave to all found outside the castle the option of sacred 
baptiam or the extreme penalty. Thereupon some were baptised and feignedly 
joined Christianity to escape death, But those who refused to accept the sacrament 
of life, even af a matter of pretence, were batchered without mercy. While all this 
was happening the multitude who had escaped into the castle seemed to be in safety. 
Bat the Warden of the castle having gone out on some business, when he wished to 
return was not re-admitted by the trembling multitude, uncertain in whom to trust
